Mayor Says Extension 
Is Needed to Keep 
St. Louis Growing 
and in Sound Finan- 


cial Condition.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 8— 
Mayor Raymond R. Tucker of 
St. Louis told state senators to- 
day that prompt extension of the 
city’s earnings tax authority was 
“vitally needed” to keep the city 
on a sound financial basis so that 
it “can prosper and grow.” 

Appearing before the Senate 
Ways and Means Committee, 
Tucker declared that loss of the 
$8,000,000 earnings tax revenue, 
authority for which is scheduled 
to expire in just 24 days, would 
mean cuts of up to 25 per cent 
in the budget for the fiscal year 
starting April 13. 

These reductions, which would 
Have to be limited to city-con- 
trolled activities, would have the 
net effect of cutting overall city 
services by about one-third, the 
Mayor said. 

Support of Hospitals. 

“Some services would be cur- 
tailed, but others would have to 
be eliminated entirely,” Tucker 
continued. “The city of course 
must keep its hospitals open, but 
we would have to curtail opera- 
tions even there. 

“Services eliminated would in- 
clude street repairs and much of 
our recreational program. With- 
out the earnings tax the city 
would have only a second-rate 
municipal government.” 

He stressed that maintenance 
of a sound fiscal structure for 
St. Louis was important also to 
the rest of the state, to which 
the cit? contributes a large 
share of the revenue for shcools, 
institutions and other state serv- 
ices. 

On hand to support the May- 
or’s plea for extension of the 
earnings tax on a permaszent 
basis was a large. delegation of 
civic, welfare, busines and labor 
representatives from the St. 
Louis area. 

To Seek Action This Week. 

Senator William M. Quinn 
(Dem.), Maywood, committee 
chairman, has pledged _ that 
every effort will be made to 
have the committee act on the 
important revenue measure this 
week, so that Senate considera- 
tion of the bill will not be held 
up. 

Quinn, who declared there 
will be no “delaying tactics,” 
said the committee plans to hear 
opponents of the bill tonight. If 
additional time is needed to 
hear all interested persons, he 
said, the committee will hold 
another hearing Wednesday. 

The bill proposes re-enactment 
of the present state enabling act 
giving the St. Louis Board of 
Aldermen authority to levy the 
tax, without an expiration date. 
The law permits a tax up to l 
per cent on the gross earnings 
of individuals and the net profits 
of business firms, and authorizes 
the board, if it wants, to allow 
exemptions for individual tax- 
payers and their dependents. 

No Exemptiens Now. 

Present levy is one-half of 1 
per cent, and no provision is 
made for exemptions. The 1951 
Legislature, which enacted the 
present law, set the top tax rate 
at 1 per cent so that rate could 
be levied in event deductions 
were granted. 

The tax extension measure 
faces a stiff fight in both houses 
of the Assembly, but Mayor 
Tucker and other sponsors have 
expressed confidence that the 
Legislature will act to meet the 
city’s pressing financial needs.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 8 
-—The Missouri Supreme Court 
today upheld the legality of « 
$500,000 revenue bond issue for 
off - street parking facilities 
which was authorized by the St. 
Louis Board of Aldermen with- 
out first submitting the question 
to the voters. 

A decision written by Com- 
missioner Henry J. Westhues 
was concurred in by all three 
judges of Supreme Court Divi- 
sion No. 2. 

The State Legislature in 1949 
authorized St. Louis to issue rev- 
enue bonds to finance construc- 
tion of off-street facilities. In 
1952 the aldermen, without seek- 
ing approval of the voters in an 
election, passed an ordinance 
authorizing a $500,000 bond is- 


sue. 
Test Suit Becomes Real. 

To conform validity of the 
bonds the city sought a pro 
forma decree in St. Louis Cir- 
cuit Court. The friendly suit be- 
came a contested issue when 
Walter Sommers, private park- 
ing lot operator, intervened in 
opposition. 

Circuit Judge F. E. Williams 
held that the proposed bond is- 
sue was valid, and Sommers ap- 
pealed this rulnig. The validity 
was upheld in the higher court 


C. A. Leedy and Ernest M. Tip- 
ton. 

Sommers contended that the 
city could not legally issue 
bonds, under terms of its char- 
ter, without an election, and that 
the state enabling act consti- 
tuted an improper attempt to 
amend the city charter. 

The Supreme Court held that 
the state enalbing act gave the 
city authority to issue. such 
bonds without the necessity of a 
charter amendment. The charter 
makes no mention of revenue 
bonds for parking facilities, so 
that no charter provision was 
violated, it ruled. 

itions in Charter. 

The charter does require an 
election on issuance of bonds if 
the bonds are to be paid off 
from funds raised by, taxation, it 
was pointed out, but the court 
held that if the obligation to be 
incurred is payable solely from 
income to be derived from the 
proposed improvement, constitu- 
tional and charter limitations do 
not apply. 

Sommers also contended that 
the city lacked authority to op- 
erate parking facilities itself. 
The court held that such author- 
ity was implied in the ordinance 
passed by the aldermen. 

“To sell the bonds,” the court 
said, “the city must assume the 
obligation to assure the opera- 
tion of the parking facilities.

TOKYO, March 8 (AP)—Japan 
and the United States today 
signed a mutual defense pact 
to give the Japanese both guns 
and grain and hasten the day 
when American soldiers can 
withdraw from the island em- 
pire. 
The mutual defense assistance 
agreement—actually a series of 
agreements—will pour $100,000,- 
000 of American aid into Japan's 
economy in the next three 
months and probably amount to 
much more in the long run.

John Allison said the agreement 
“takes us one step nearer the 
time when the Japanese people 
will not need to rely on Ameri- 
can forces for protection ... one 
step near the time when the 
United States can withdraw its

CBS Grants Hall Re- 
quest, Turns Down 
McCarthy—NBC Still 
to Answer Senator.

WASHINGTON, March 8 (UP) 
—Republican National. Chair- 
‘man Leonard W. Hall acted to- 
day to insure that some party 
spokesman other than Senator 
Joseph R. McCarthy (Rep.), 
Wisconsin, delivers the G.O.P.’s 
official answer to Adlai E. 
Stevenson’s blast at “McCarthy- 
ism.” 

In telegrams to the Columbia 
Broadcasting System and Na- 


tional Broadcasting Co, Hall 
asked for free radio and tele- 
vision time for a “designated 
spokesman” of the ‘ Republican 
party to reply to the speech 
which Stevenson made in Miami, 
Fla., Saturday night. 

CBS promptly announced that 
it had granted Hall’s request 
and denied McCarthy’s. 

The still-undesignated G.O.P. 
spokesman was allotted a half 
hour on the CBS television and 
radio network beginning at 
10:30 p.m. (9:30 p.m. on St. 
Louis time) next Saturday night, 
the same hour’ Stevenson spoke 
last Saturday. 

NBC also said it had granted 
Hall’s request for radio time and 
also had received a request for 
time from McCarthy. No reply 
had yet been made to the Sena- 
tor, a spokesman said. 

Stevenson, the 1952 Demo- 
cratic presidential nominee, as- 
serted that President Eisenhow- 
er has surrendered his own 
principles to embrace “McCar- 
thtyism” on the advice of G.O.P. 
political strategists. 

Hall asserted that “this is not 
a matter for personal rebuttal 
for any individual.” He told the 
two networks that “we will 
designate our spokesman who 
will speak for the party.” 

Administration sources. said 
Hall’s maneuver was purposely 
designed to take the play away 
from McCarthy in answering 
Stevenson, They said it was safe 
to assume that his “designated 
spokeesman” won't. be McCar- 
thy.

Grain Shipments. , 

The United States also will 
start the movement of 500,000 
tons (about 17,000,000 bushels) 
of surplus wheat and 100,000 
tons of barley to Japan. Japan 
will sell the grain domestically 
and in turn use the money for 
guns and munitions. 

The agreement was worked 
out in eight months of negotia- 
tion which at times brought the 
Liberal government of Prime 
Minister Yoshida under intense 
opposition criticism. Despite So- 
cialist opposition, the govern- 
ment expects ratification by 
April 1. 

Allison emphasized that the 
pact does not require Japan “to 
send its young men abroad.” 
He quoted Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles who said re- 
cently the agreement would be 
“purely of a defensive nature, 
directed exclusively toward con- 
tributing to the defense and 
security of the Japanese home- 
land. 

However, neither does the 
agreement specify that Japan 
should not send troops wherever 
it saw fit. 

U.S. Military’ Supplies. 

The agreement binding Japan 
to the Western democracies in 
the fight against Communism 
provides for destroyers, tanks, 
jeeps, airplanes and other mili- 
tary needs. It also provides for 
a 700-man military advisory 
group to serve with the Jap- 
anese defense force. 

Material given to the Japanese 
cannot be resold to other na- 
tions, 

The Japanese Foreign Min- 
ister also said the agreement 
was purely defensive and bound 
Japan to take up no further ob- 
ligations than it already has 
“such as requiring the dispatch 
of our safety forces overseas.” 

He also emphasized that Japan 
could only go as fast as its eco- 
nomic strength permitted and 
this was recognized in the agree- 
ment. 

The exact amount or number 
of military items to be furnished 
is left unspecified. However, 
American military authorities 
are prepared to go as fast as 
the Japanese wish, because Jap- 
anese forces must be stepped up 
sharply before any substantial 
American withdrawal. 

Reds Attack Pacts. 

The agreements have come 
under fire from the Commu- 
nists — who call them another 
form of imperialism—and from 
the South Koreans who fear re- 
armament will spur a rebirth of 
Japanese militarism, 

In signing the pacts, Allison 
made no reference to past Jap- 
anese history. He said: 

“The greatest contribution 
Japan can make to the security 
of the free world is to strength- 
en her own security and be in a 
position to assure her own peo- 
ple that they will be able to live 
and develop their own ideas and 
their own culture in their own 
way and not become subject to 


an alien dictatorship.” 
Seven Agreements. 
Actually, Allison and Okazaki 
signed seven agreements. These 


are: 

1. The mutual defense assist- 
ance agreement. 

2. A purchase agreement cov- 
ering import of surplus United 
States grain.

Eisenhower Says Such 
Aid Must Go On as 


Long as Soviet Threat 
Lasts.

WASHINGTON, March 8 (AP) 
—President Eisenhower told 
Congress today that in a little 


more than four years the United 
States has given .$7,700,000,000 
worth of guns, ammunition and 
other military equipment to 
strengthen free nations against 
the threats of Soviet power. 

The weapons supplied, he said, 
included 30,792 tanks and com- 
bat vehicles, 5340 aircraft, 601 
Navy vessels and 2,000,000 small 
arms and machineguns. 

The figures he disclosed in 
the report on the mutual secur- 
ity program covered the period 
from the beginning of military 
assistance in October 1949 
through last December. He said 
that almost 50 per cent of the 
total was shipped in 1953. 

The report pictured many na- 
tions as regaining economic 
health and depending less on 
American assistance. 

Says Aid Must Continue. 

But the President asserted 
that “as long as the harsh threat 
to world peace exists our coun- 
try will continue to shoulder 
the heavy obligations of world 
leadership.” 

He said military assistance 
and economic aid programs, 
though constantly revised “can- 
not be drastically cut without 
undoing much of the rewarding 
success which has been so pain- 
stakingly and _ labriously 
achieved.” 

The President said that in 
1949 the United States financed 
about 35 per cent of its total ex- 
ports of non-military goods and 
services by grants and loans, but 
in 1953 only about 15 per cent 
was financed by such aid. 

With respect to Indochina, the 
President said the rate of United 
States military shipments in 
1953 was 50 per cent higher 
than in 1952, and he recalled 
tha®the United States had made 
available $385,000,000 for Indo- 
china aid in addition to $400,- 
000,000 previously appropriated 
by Congress for the present fis- 
cal year. 

Breakdown on Shipments. 

Military shipments in 1953 to 
all countries amounted to $3,800,- 
000,000, an increase of more 
than 60 per cent over 1952 ship- 
ments. 

The report gave this break- 
down of items provided on a 
global basis through Dec. 31: 
99.444 electronic and _ Signal 
equipment items (presumably 
such things as radar and radio 
sets); 30,792 tanks and combat 
vehicles; 176,343 motor transport 
vehicles; 30,037 artillery pieces; 
35,372,000 rounds of artillery 
ammunition; 601 Navy vessels;

Gruenther Says NATO Has 
Tripled Strength in 3 Years. 
WASHINGTON, March 8 (AP) 

—Gen. Alfred M. Gruenther 
said yesterday that the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization has 
more than tripled its military 
strength since 1951 and is “no 
longer a pushover” for Soviet 
military might. But “we need 
more strength,” he said. 

The NATO shield still is not 
strong enough to completely 
stop an all-out Red offensive, 
Gruenther, commander of Allied 
forces in Europe, told the John 
Carroll Society, a Roman Cath- 
olic group. Nor, he said, is 
NATO yet strong enough to 
“deter the Soviets from launch- 
ing an accidental war.” 

. Gruenther urged that the 

American people be thoroughly 

informed of NATO's mission. 

He said the cold war would be 

won by “the side with the 

stoutest heart—the one in which 


PRESIDENT TO GET 
NEW SUPER-PLANE 
COSTING $3,500,000 


LOS ANGELES, March 8 (INS) 
—Lockheed Aircraft announced 
today that it is completing a 
new custom-built Super-Constel- 
lation to replace the Columbine 
as President Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower’s personal airplane. 

The big, four-engined ship, 
which cests $3,500,000, will be 
the latest, fastest and most lux- 
urious transport ever built. 

Its appointments include spe- 
cial television sets, a cocktail 
bar, a lounging ro6ém, cushiony 
beds, a full-length, pearl-rimmed 
mirror and $500,000 worth of 
radar equipment. 

The plane will be able to fly 
the President around the world 


at 400 miles an.hour if and when 
turbo-prop engines are installed. 
The original design, however, 
calls for turbo-compound en- 
gines which will power the ship 
at 376 m.p.h. at 20,000 feet. 

The new plane is expected to 
be in the air by May . 


Boring Far Within. 


MOSCOW, March 8 (INS)— 
The Moscow radio reported that 
Soviet engineers today are bor- 
ing in the Baku area what is 
intended to be the deepest oil 
well in the world. The well is 
planned to be 3:10 miles deep. 


~The Supreme Court ruled to- 
day that testimony given by a 
witness at congressional hear- 
ings may not be used against 
him in state courts. 


The unanimous ruling was de- 
livered by Justice Black. 

The case concerned the con- 
viction of William Adams, a 
Baltimore numbers operator, on 
May 29, 1952, for conspiracy to 
violate Maryland's lottery laws. 
He drew a seven-year jail sen- 
tence and a $2000 fine. Today’s 
decision reversed the conviction. 

Chief evidence used against 
Adams was testimony he gave 
in closed session to the now- 
defunct Senate Crime Investi- 
gating Committee. 

He claimed that the federal 
immunity statute protected him 
against use of this testimony in 
a state court just as it does in 
federal trials. 

Federal law long has forbid- 
den use in United States courts 
of testimony previously given by 
a defendant at a congressional 
hearing. However, an accused 
person may be convicted 
through evidence to which the 
forbidden testimony provides 
the clue. This is the reason why 
witnesses refuse to answer ques- 
tions on grounds of possible 
self-incrimination. 

Today the court clarified this 
situation as applied to state 
c 


ourts. 

Justice Black, speaking for the 
whole court, said the law “for- 
bids use of such evidence ‘in 
any criminal proceeding ., . 
in any court.’” 

“Language could be no plain- 
er,” he said. “Even if there could 
be legislative history sufficient- 
ly strong to make ‘any court’ 
mean United States courts only, 
there is no such history. The few 
scraps of legislative history 
pointed out tend to indicate that 
Congress was well aware that 
any ordinary person would read 
the phrase ‘in any court’ to in- 
clude state courts.

For the benefit of Latin 
American delegates, Dulles 
pointed out that membership in 
the Communist movement is not 
like joining an ordinary club, 
where people either belong or 
they do not belong. Instead, he 
described it as “a conspiracy 
within a conspiracy.” Many Com- 
munists and fellow travelers; he 
said, do not realize the full éx- 
tent of the movement in which 
they are participating. 

“Most national Communist 
parties masquerade as normal 
patriotic political parties, pur- 
porting to reflect indigenous po- 
litieal impulses and to be led.by 
indigenous elements,” he said. 
“The leaders do not reveal fully 
to the rank and file either the 
nature of their own allegiance or 
the sources of their own authori- 
ty and funds. te

Three of the five Communists 
on trial on charges of advocat- 
ing overthrow of the Govern- 
ment by force were identified 
by a witness today as having 
been members of the party’s 
executive committee in Mis- 
souri. 

Beryl Ivan Stover, a _ St. 
Louisan who said he was a 
member of the party from 1937 
to 1949, testified that William

Sentner, Robert Manewitz and| « , 


Marcus A. Murphy, Negro, were 
on the Communists’ state execu- 
tive committee in 1940. 

Besides Sentner, Manewitz and 
Murphy, those on trial before a 
jury in United States District 
Judge Roy W. Harper’s court are 
James F. Forest and his wife, 
Mrs. Dorothy Rose Forest. The 
trial, now in its fifth week, re- 
sumed today after a week’s re- 
cess. 

Party Car in Sentner’s Name. 

Stover, first witness called by 
the Government following the 
recess, testified that as a mem- 
ber of the West Side branch of 
the party he delivered Commu- 
nist newspapers in an automo- 
bile belonging to the organiza- 
tion but with its title in Sent- 
ner’s name. 

Sentnér on City Group, Too. 

Sentner, besides being on the 
state executive committee, also 
belonged to the party’s city 
executive committee and _  at- 
tended meetings of that group, 
the witness said. 

When Stover named eight per- 
sons he said attended meetings 
of the party here, Forest jumped 
up and objected, saying: “Every 


_ time this witness names another 


person his livelihood is being 
put in jeopardy.” 

The court, however, overruled 
Forest and Stover’s statement 


was allowed to stand in the 
record. 
Those named by Stover, with- 


out further’ identification in 
some instances, were: Mr. and 
Mrs. Dewey Ford, Bill Kassler, 
Charles Gilmore, Peter Grant, 
Alfred Wagknecht, Lydia Lock- 
hart and» Ray Koch. The wit- 
ness said Wagknecht has served 
as chairman of the party’s state 
executive committee and that 
Koch was a member. 

The witness related that he 
attended a party meeting in 
1950 although he no longer con- 
sidered himself a member. At 
that time, Manewitz told him, 
Stover testified, that he “could 
not stand on the sidelines.” 

In September 1953 the FBI 
called on him, Stover said, add- 
ing: “I have co-operated with 
them.” 

Attended Communist Schools. 

Stover told of attending Com- 
munist schools in the 3500 block 
of Franklin avenue, 500 block of 


‘North Vandeventer avenue and 


at the party’s former local head- 
quarters at 1041 North Grand 
boulevard. He said the state 
executive committee formerly 
had meetings in the Vanguard 
Book Shop, 3520 Franklin. 

Unlike many other witnesses 
in similar trials throughout the 
country, Stover was not a paid 
FBI informer while engaged in 
party activities, 

Paul Crouch, former Commu- 
nist leader, was also to take the 
stand again for further cross-ex- 
amination by defense counsel. 
He was testifying when the re- 
cess began. 

In previous testimony, Crouch 
had told of being an active mem- 
ber of the Communist Party 
from 1927 to 1942, in the course 
of which he attended a training 
school in Moscow and later 
taught in several such schools in 
this country. 

Defense Objections. 

Defense counsel have _ ob- 
jected to the testimony on the 
ground that most of the events 
recited by Crouch took place 
before the defendants could 
have become members of the 
party. 

Crouch has identified Sentner, 
Forest and Murphy as active in 
party affairs in the 1930s and 
early 1940s, Much of hig tes- 
timony has concerned aims and 
operations of the party, which, 
he said, were aimed at the over- 
throw of the capitalistic system 
in the United States.

TEXAS-NEW MEXICO WATER

Dismissal of a suit brought by

The department expects to 
save $250,000 annually by de- 
centralizing repair of some 4,- 
000,000 pouches and bags which 
need work annually. nder the 
present system all repair work 
is done in Washington. 

The department said the six 
cities are in areas where there 
is a constant shortage of mail 
bags.

the new law require a referen- 
dum. on the tax extension, that 
the authority be extended under 
a new time limitation, and that 
deductions for individual tax- 
payers and their dependents be 
made mandatory. All these sug- 
gestions are opposed by the 
sponsors, who assert the present 
system is workable and should 
not be upset. 

In answer to the referendum 
demands, Mayor Tucker and oth- 
ers have pointed out that the 
people of St. Louis now have a 
direct voice in levying of the 
tax. The Legislature only gives 
St. Louis the right to collect the 
tax, but it is actually levied by 
the Board of Aldermen, which is 
elected by the city’s voters. 


Needed on Permanent Basis. 


Mayor Tucker has also said 
that St. Louis needs the earnings 


tax on a permanent basis be- 
cause of higher municipal op- 
erating costs. He declared there 
can be no long-range planning if 
the city’s revenues are subject 
to frequent wide fluctuations. 


He has opposed mandatory de- 
ductions, too, on the ground that 
the savings would be slight, and 
wholly out of proportion with 
increased administrative ex- 
penses. 

Before leaving St. Louis today, 
Mayor Tucker declared his trip 
to the State Capitol on the earn- 
ings tax “may well be the most 
important one I will ever make 
in the city’s behalf.” 

The campaign for continuation 
of the levy, the Mayor added, “is 
free of politics and group inter- 
est.” He pointed out that those 
supporting the tax represent all 
groups that make up the com- 
munity. 


“They are speaking for a city 
with a serious financial crisis 24 
days away,” he declared. “They 
recognize a simple, demonstrable 
fact about St. Louis finances. We 
cannot operate a city government 
on $8,000,000 a year.less than 
we now receive, and that is 
what loss of the earnings tax 
would meah.” 


Outstate Indorsements. 


The Leagues of Women Voters 
of Missouri, including six units 
in St. Louis county and 10 out- 
state, today indorsed the St. 
Louis earnings tax. It declared 
that without the tax, the city 
will be compelled to cut its 
services drastically, resulting in 
inadequate health and hospital 
services, rat control, rubbish col- 
lection, building and restaurant 
inspection and maintenance of 
streets and sewers. 


“It is fair that all persons who 
earn their living in the city 
should pay their share of the 
costs of maintaining the city,” 
the league statement declared. 
“Not only do they use many 
of the services mentioned, but 
it is to their interest to see that 
St. Louis is a progressive city 
and a good place to work. 


“St. Louis is an old city, and 
like all old cities, is in dire need 
of.reconstruction and rehabilita- 
tion. Without this redevelop- 
ment, the city will deteriorate 
further, more businesses will 
move away, and the suburban 
area will find itself deteriorat- 
ing with it. 

“If the earnings tax is put 
on a permanent basis, the city 
not only will be able to balance 
its budget and give adequate 
services, but also will move 
ahead with its plans for pro- 


gress.”

Dulles was answered in a 
relatively mild speech by Guate- 
malan Foreign Minister Guiller- 
mo Toriello, who demanded a 
definition of international Com- 
munism by the conference. 

“Is it a philosophy or a doc- 
trine?” he asked. “Does it mean 
diplomatic or trade relations 
with Soviets? Does it mean the 
struggle against monopoly and 
imperialism? Does it mean the 
development of resources for 
use by our own people—or the 
raising of coffee prices inside 
the United States? Is it the 
struggle for peace or unions for 
workers? We feel that unless 
the term international Commu- 
nism is defined it might be in- 
terpreted as suppressing the de- 
velopment of the people.” 

Two Resolutions. 

Two resolutions proposing 
solutions for the problem were 
before the committee as the de- 
bate opened. One had been in- 
troduced by the United States, 
and one by the Dominican re- 
public. A third proposal, by 
Uruguay, was withdrawn and 
sent to the Steering Committee. 
It was expected, as the debate 
opened, that final action by this 
conference would not follow the 
exact text of any one of the two 
now being considered. 


The United States resolution 
begins with a general statement 
of the threat of international 
Communism and its interven- 
tionist tendency. The heart of 
the matter is contained in para- 
graphs intended to put Com- 
munism under the Monroe Doc- 
trine, as modified by the Rio de 
Janeiro pact of 1947,

Under a union shop, a worker 
is required to join a _ union 
within a specified time after 
being hired. Maintenance of 
membership provides generally 
for continued union member- 


ship.

N the United States the major interest in American activities 
in Spain has been centered on the air and naval bases—facili- 
ties they are called here—to be constructed, but economic and 


military aid this year will account for four times as much money 
spent and obligated here as will the base construction. | 


There are at least two good 
reasons for this, other than the 
normal delays in starting con- 
struction. 


The first is that Generalissimo 
Franco demanded heavy infu- 
sions of military and economic 
asSistance in return for the 
base agreement. 

The second is that the Span- 
ish e¢onomy and the Spanish 
armed forces are so debilitated 
that if Spain is to be a valuable 
ally both must be assisted. 

It is not unreasonable, there- 
fore, that in the current United 
States fiscal year $61,000,000 
will be obligated (although very 
little will be spent) on. base 
construction; $85,000,000 will be 
used for economic aid and $141,- 
000,000 for military aid. 

Country’s Needs Staggering. 

Economically, Spain needs 
everything. It was impoverished 
by its civil war and has been 
more or less ostracized by the 
Western nations since that time. 
It has had to turn inward to 
rebuild. The progress made has 
been remarkable in visible re- 
sults of reconstruction, but this 
has not been accompanied by a 
corresponding increase in the 
well-being of the people. 

The industrial plant has de- 
teriorated. Railroads are in a 
condition that would not be per- 


- mitted on a loggin, road in the 


United States. While there is a 
good network of roads, they are 
in poor repair and would not 
hold. 


Agriculture is antiquated in 
its processes and machinery. 
There is, for example, one trac- 
tor per 200 farms, although the 
rolling plains of the Spanish 
plateau are ideal for large-scale 
farming. 

There are a few large fac- 
tories, but industry is mainly in 
thousands of small workshops, 
family shops or shops with not 
more than half a dozen workers 

US. Demands May Hurt. 

There is a very real danger 
that our military people will try 
to impose on the Spanish econo- 
my a military organization that 


. it cannot support without being 


greatly improved. 

The Spanish government fur- 
loughs its 18-month conscripts 
for two months out of every six. 
It thereby saves the cost of 
feeding and paying them during 
this time. 

Pay of officers {s so low that 
almost all lower ranks must 
have outside employment in or- 
der to support their families. 
this means that they make a con- 
nection in some city where they 
are stationed whereby they can 
keep their military commission 


and still earn enough aside from 
that to live. The necessity for 
outside earnings is recog 
by the government and so offi- 


cers are not transferred from. 


post to post but instead remain 
for many years in one locality. 

A military establishment which 
lives in such penury cannot 
hope to have a good nucleus 
of professional officers and non- 
commissioned officers and these 
are the heart of a high grade 
military force. ‘dl 

This statement should be 
slightly qualified in Spain for 
here the military profession is 
honorable and respected and the 
lack of liying pay is made up 
for to a degree by the respect 
in which officers are held. 

Unable to Pay for Upkeep. 

On top of a condition such 
as this, our military are trying 
to impose modern equipment. 
The United States will bear the 
enormous first cost, but expects 
Spain to pay for maintenance 
and to provide ammunition and 
spare parts. This is impossible 
in the present state of the Span- 
ish economy. 

The economy must be bol- 
stered to support the military 
establishment being equipped. 
The beginnings will be elemen- 
tary. First, Spain must improve 
the agriculture that feeds the 
nation; second, import the es- 
sential raw materials for Span- 
ish industry; third, improve 
power, railroad and road facili- 
ties. 

After this, the effort can. be 
made to improve basic indus- 
tries‘ such as coal, 
cement. 


The Spanish expect miracles |™ 
to flow from their alliance with | | 


the United States. They wel-| 
come our military and civilian 
envoys. They are happy no 
longer to be isolated from the. 
rest of the world. 

The United States is starting 
its opération.in Spain under the 
most favorable conditions. Offi- 
cially and privately, it will be 
difficult to maintain this situa- 
tion. The public will be disap- 
pointed that a magic prosperity 
does not come overnight. The 
United States military is apt to 
make demands that the economy 
cannot meet. 

While there is little doubt that 
the Spanish government will 
carry out its contract; present 
popular support may turn into 
disillusionment. The obvious de- 
mand will be for still more eco- 
nomic aid than has been agreed 
to. All the evidence indicates 
that it will be necessary and 
that the United States will have 
to respond to maintain its Span- 
ish alliance.

A Clear Call 


Had Adlai E. Stevenson restricted himself to 
the issue of McCarthyism, his Miami Beach 
address would have been exceedingly valuable 
merely as a clear, fearless and effective diag- 
nosis of the political and psychological disease 
that now infects the United States. 

More directly and cogently than anyone else 
in a position to be heard by so many, the former 
Illinois Governor told the country what it means 
for us both at home and abroad to be divided 
by slanders and defamations and intended de- 
ceits. He listed* the irresponsible acts of the 
irresponsible men. . He placed final responsibility 
where it must inevitably rest: on those who have 
chosen to appease and encourage the defamers 
in the mistaken belief that it is politically smart. 

Mr. Stevenson showed also that there is no 
immunity for those ‘who do the appeasing. No 
sooner does the Republican National Committee 
give its blessing to the “20 years of treason” 
theme against the Democrats than its perpe- 
trators swing their guns around and fire square- 
ly at the leader of their party who is also the 
President of the United States. 

It is a measure of the political confusion of 
the day that the man who was defeated by 
Dwight D. Eisenhower in 1952 speaks up in 
behalf of the Department of Defense and the 
United States Army with 10 times as much force 
as any Republican Senator. 

But Mr. Stevenson did not content himself 
with an analysis of McCarthyism and its blight- 
ing effects on the American state of mind. He 
did not stand on the generality, however sound 
it is, that “now more than ever, America must 
be a citadel of sanity and reason.” The more 
important thing that he did was to demonstrate 
how all this fratricidal strife has distracted at- 
tention from big and difficult problems with 
which the people and their elected lawmakers 
must wrestle. 

As an example Mr. Stevenson took up the 
“new look” in national defense. He did not at- 
tempt to speak as a military expert and he 
freely admitted the possibility that he might 
have misunderstood what the promoters of the 
“massive retaliation” theory have said. But he 
laid a wholly sound case for widespread public 
discussion of a plan of defense which seems 
at least to rely almost entirely on an immediate 
strike-back with atomic weapons. 

For, as the former Illinois Governor phrased 
the question: “What if we are confronted with 
something less than a clear case of overt aggres- 
sion?” Massive retaliation at the time of the 
Berlin blockade would have brought on World 
War III. So would our use of the atomic bomb 
against Manchuria and China in connection with 
the Korean war. Qf these conclusions there can 
be little doubt. 

If the Bricker amendment was worth more 
than a month of Congress's time, the so-called 
“new look’ in national security is entitled to 
wide analysis and discussion in the Armed 
Services committees of the Senate and House 
and on the floor of both chambers, Yet this is 
only one of many important public issues. The 
national economy, taxes, appropriations for vital 
programs, the protection of historic rights— 
these only suggest the range of issues that re- 
quire close attention, ! 

The proper role of the party out of power is 
to provide constructive criticism. That is what 
Adlai Stevenson has produced. He spoke at a 
party rally in Florida, but what he said would 
have been fitting undér the Capitol dome.

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No Time for Timidity 

What view should the transit freeholders take 
of their powers? Should it be narrow, timid, con- 
servative and hesitant? Or should it be wide, 
bold and confident? s 

That is a question that should have been re- 
solved a year ago when the freeholders were 
constituted, and surely it should have been re- 
solved on the side of boldness. 

The freeholders are traversing virtually unex- 
plored legal ground and the route may contain 
some pitfalls. This calls for caution and or- 
dinary prudence, but that does not mean turn- 
ing back before more than a few forward steps 
have been taken. # 

The freeholders should remember that they 


are acting on the strength of petitions signed’ 


by thousands of people in St. Louis and St. Louis 
county whose interest lies in fast, cheap public 
transportation. . 

Freeholder Richmond C. Coburn is one of the 
most distinguished attorneys in the St. Louis 
area, and he may well be right in his belief that 
the transit plan as now drawn is illegal in its 
entirety. 

On the other hand, if the freeholders follow 
him they may be needlessly throwing away pow- 
ers that rightfully belong to the people of St. 
Louis and the county, and which may be essen- 
tial to the efficient functioning of the proposed 
Metropolitan Transit District. 

The freeholders have been acting with the 
advice of paid counsel. They have been told that 
the powers granted the transit district have a 
better than 50-50 chance of being sustained. 
Since legal opinions on constitutionality of the 
proposed plan thus vary, the courts are the best 
place to decide the issue. Why should the free- 
holders shy away from a court test? They have 
everything to gain for the people and little to 
lose. Why accept Mr. Coburn’s proposed limita- 
tions? 

Let the freeholders claim the powers they 
think are necessary, If they are exceeding their 
authority the Missouri Supreme Court will say 
so soon enough, and even an adverse verdict 
from the court will be worth something as a 
guide to future boards of freeholders. This is no 
time to be timid. 
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The New Smell 

The Russians, who had already invented every- 
thing else, have now invented some names for 
perfumes which, frankly, beat ours all hollow. 
We have often felt that such names as “Nuit 
d’Amour” and “My Sin’ were, at worst, rather 
lurid, and at best, repetitious.

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Alternatives That Aren’t 

How are publicly and co-operatively owned 
power systems to get the increased supply they 
require to meet increasing demand? President 
Eisenhower said in his Feb. 17 press conference, 
in the specific case of the Tennessee Valley, that 
he knew of no reason why the city of Memphis 
couldn’t do something about its power situation. 
That is disposed of by an editorial in the 
Commercial Appeal, of Memphis, reprinted on 
this page today. 

Still another alternative source of power sup- 
ply has been suggested to the public and co-op 
power systems, This alternative igs to buy new 
requirements of electricity from. the privately- 
owned utilities. The Administration’s No. 1 pow- 
er man, Assistant Interior Secretary Aandahl, 
told REA co-ops of Missouri and five other states 
at Jefferson City, late last month that there was 
not going to be enough federal power to go 
around and that they would have to find other 
sources, such as private utilities. — 

Only the day before Aandahl delivered this 
warning, TVA rejected an offer by two private 
utilities to sell TVA a large block of electricity 
for distribution in the Memphis area. The price 
quoted was six to nine mills a killowatt-hour. 
Memphis paid TVA 3.88 mills a killowatt-hour 
for the electricity it bought last year. 

Does anyone seriously think public and’ co-op 
systems can survive with an arbitrary premium 
of 50 to 100 per cent saddled onto. their cost of 
obtaining power? 

Again what is suggested as an alternative is 
not really an alternative. Publicly generated 
power is the life-blood of public and co-op dis- 
tribution systems, If there is a workable alterna- 
tive, it has not yet been suggested by President 
Eisenhower, or Mr, Aandahl, or Congress. 
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Where Confidence Is Won 


Nearly three out of every four St, Louis par- 
ents with children in the city’s public elemen- 
tary schools think the schools are doing a good 
job. In addition to the obvious lift this should 
mean for teachers, it represents a substantial 
fund of good will on which the School Board 
can draw when the chips are down. 

Some 17 per cent of the parents who an- 
swered the board’s questionnaire on the subject 
felt the elementary, schools were doing only. a 
“fair” -job-This conclusion seems to have been 
based on the belief that class sizes were too 
large, teachers’ salaries too low and the physical 
plant in need of improving. Such improvements 
would cost a great deal of money. 

A year from now the board will be forced to 
draw deeply on the good will that has been built 
up in the classrooms, Authority ‘to continue levy- 
ing the current $1.15 tax will expire then, With- 
out an extension voted by the people, the rate 
will fall to the 89-cent maximum the board can 
levy on its own hook. That would mean a loss 
approaching $4,000,000.

An Editorial in The Memphis Commercial Appeal 


The President of the United States 
has spent most of his life in the Army 
and done an extraordinarily fine job 
in that profession. 

Since he took up politics he has 
learned with extreme rapidity and 
emerged at the end of a year in office 
in better mastery of that profession 
than some of his admirers hoped for. 


But he has had little time to learn 
the facts of electrical engineering. In- 
stead, we suspect, he has leaned on 
the advice of his 
assistant, Sherman 
Adams, whose ex- 
perience with elec- 
tricity has been in 
the high-price pow- 
er region of New 
England. 

. And so President 
Fisenhower reveals 
that he would like 
to have Memphis 
build its own gen- 
erating plant in- 
stead of calling on 
the Tennessee 
Valley Authority Sherman Adams 
for more power. 

If he knew electricity better he would 
have found it is almost always a 
monopoly business. 

Selling electricity 1s very different 
from selling dry goods. Another store 
can be opened easily but. a second 
power company is a very rare occur 
rence, 


Efficiency of Big Plants 


The cost of the idle generators that 
must: be on hand for the August air- 
conditioning peak and the December 
lighting peak is simply more than two 


companies can support without unrea- 


sonably high prices for the consumers, 
and consequent low volume of sales. 

In Memphis this monopoly is held by 
TVA and neither in this city nor any 
other is it practical to set up a second 
power business to look after future 
needs beyond the abiNties of a limited 
present supply. 

Another fact: of life in the electrical- 
engineering business is that modern 
plants are built at tremendous sizes 
because they produce power more 
cheaply. 

A plant to produce power for the 
future of Memphis, or even for all of 
Memphis, would be inefficient com- 
pared to the giant TVA plants. 

Memphis once had a plant more than 
large enough for its needs, at the prices 


it sold electricity. It had a capacity of , 


50,000 kilowatts. 

TVA has the Kingston plant, largest 
in the world, which will have 1,440,000- 
kilowatt capacity. 

The little old Memphis plant ts still 
here, Cost of the power it produced 


last year was 3.605 mills per kilowatt-— 


hour. ° 
Small Size Means High Cost 


This plant was so inefficient that the 
old power company had bought land 
for a new generating plant when TVA 
appeared onthe horizon, but TVA still 
has to use it sometimes because of the 
power shortage, It still has to use an 
old and little plant at Nashville, where 
the cost was 10.728 mills per kilowatt- 
hour last year and the very old steam 


plant at Wilson Dam, where the cost 


was 8.111 mills, 


But some of Memphis’s power now 
comes from Johnsonville, a 675,000- 
kilowatt plant, where the cost is 2.855 
miils per kilowatt-hour, These are all 


steam plants, Water power is,.cheaper. 


Small size so inevitably means high 
cost that neither public-power managers 
nof private-investment owners build 
little plants today if there ig any way 
around them.

by the Tennessee Valley section of the’ 


nation waiting for the Government to 
provide power, which infers the TVA 
region has a choice in the matter, and 
infers the Government was being asked 
for a gift. 

What the Government does {fs loan 
the money for the power portion of 
TVA’s operations.

Buyers of TVA electricity are sup- 
porting this Government investment, 
and more, as set out in detail in annual 
TVA reports.

TVA Built on a Grand Scale 


Assistant Adams has _ apparently 
passed on to the President some of the 
abundant propaganda claims of Govern- 
ment subsidy in TVA power and failed 
to let him know that TVA has the sole 
responsibility for power in this region. 


It might be very well for Congress 
to put definite boundaries on the TVA 
region and fence it off from enlarge- 
ment. But TVA is in this region and 
it has been built on a grand scale, 
which makes any other power in this 
region thoroughly impractical. 


It may be that Assistant Adams and 
others wish we could move back to pre- 
TVA days, but the fact is that TVA 
power sales methods were approved by 
the Supreme Court in the Ashwander 
case and that has been nearly two 
decades ago. 


TVA power sales methods have be- 
come of prime importance to Memphis, 
the town in which candidate Eisenhower 
on Oct. 15, 1952,. said: 


“Certainly there would be no dispo- 
sition on my part to impair the effec- 
tive working of TVA,” and a moment 
later said, “Our goal should be to work 
out river basin development the way 
the people of the region want it done.”

Democrats Watch G.O.P. Disgrace Itself 


WASHINGTON. 


OR DEMOCRATS THESE DAYS—the shoe is on the other 


F coe. And it’s a “hot foot.” 


They're sitting on the sidelines 


watching the Republican party “hot foot” itself, cut itself up. 


For that is what is going on, 
despite all the nice assurances 
from Republican National Chair- 
man Leonard W. Hall that “we 
are not a di- 
vided party.” 
Democrats can 
remember when 
they were in the 
middie of the 
ring and slug- 
ging at one an- 
other in a civil 
war Of their 
own, South 
against North 
and everybody 
else, while Re- 

ublicans re- 
ed and enjoyed it. 


As was remarked suavely by 
Senator Jackson (Wash.),, a 
Democratic member of Senator 
McCarthy’s investigating com- 
mittee, the tiff between Presi- 
dent Eisenhower and the Wis- 
consin Senator is “a Republican 
family quarrel” about which 
Democrats can do nothing. 


G.O.P. Split as an Issue. 


But shrewd _  political-wise 
Democrats are coming to be- 
lieve that they may get a great 
deal out of it by default—pos- 
sibly an election victory this 
fall. That is, if it keeps up, and, 
frankly, nobody around here, 
including Republicans, can see 
much chance of it slackening 
up. 

Democrats regard the open 
and widening schism in the Re- 
publican party as a potent issue 
in itself, perhaps more potent 
ultimately than any other that 
has developed so far, including 
farm discontent and unemploy- 
ment. For the split cripples the 
party and weakens its ability to 
meet those problems and- in 
otherwise making a record for 
itself. 

Take a look back, and then 
around at where Congress is 
today. 

From the still powerful , na- 
tionalist wing of the Republican 
party came the first big break 
in ranks and the first major 
assault early in the session. 
That was over the Bricker 
Amendment to which President 
Eisenhower was so_ strongly 
opposed. 


Bricker’s Bushwhacking. 


The President won out there 
in the end, but not until after 
that issue tied up the Senate 
for weeks so that it did not get 
in a lick of work on the Presi- 
dent’s legislative program about 
which he is concerned, even if 
no one else is bothering much 
about it. 

Senator John W. Bricker 
(Rep.), Ohio, was the rebel lead- 
er, and he really did stir up a 
rebellion: in fact, he is still at 
his bushwhacking. 

For, while Chairman Hall was 


doling out his soothing sirup in 
New York, down at the other 
end of the luncheon club circuit 
in Atlanta, Ga., Senator Bricker 
was charging defeat of his 
amendment to “furious lobby- 
ing” by White House and State 
Department aides, and booming 
that “the fight has only just 
begun.” 

After the Bricker bout came 
the McCarthy bombardment of 
the Army and the White House. 
While this is an offside scrap 
in that it takes no time on the 
floor—at least not so far—yet 
it can have an effect there later 
if, and when, important meas- 
ures of the Eisenhower program 
get there. 


Inspiring No Confidence. 


That is, if Senator McCarthy 
decides to maneuver his block 
of extreme right-wing votes 
against the Administration. His 
open defiance of the President 
indicates he may be working 
himself around to such a mood. 

None of this contributes, of 
course, to advancement of the’ 
Eisenhower program—and the 
President thinks such may be 
needed in the election. 

Furthermore, if the feuding 
between Senator McCarthy and 
the White House, State Depart- 
ment, Army, et al, goes on, and 
there is every indication that it 
will, and Senate party leaders 
are unable to do anything about 
it, or unwilling to, the public 
is likely to get a picture of con- 
fusion here that will not inspire 
confidence. For the ultimate 
test of a political party is 
whether it can govern. 

Republicans in the Senate— 
and that includes the leaders— 
are reminiscent figuratively of 
spectators at a tennis match. 
They jerk their heads now to- 
ward Senator McCarthy, now 
toward the White House, trying 
to decide which is more impor- 
tant for the congressional elec- 
tions. 


Diminishing the President. 

The guess of an outsider is 
that the President would be. 
But if the indecision persists 
among the party leaders, and 
they keep kow-towing to Sena- 
tor McCarthy and tolerating his 
attacks on the President and the 
Administration, they won’t have 
to make a decision. 

For, by permitting the Mc- 
Carthy assaults to continue 
against their own Administra- 
tion, they will help to dim the 
President’s prestige and thus di- 
minish his usefulness as a cam- 
paign symbol, as well as tarnish- 
ing themselves. 

No strong leader has risen in 
the Senate to pull the party to- 
gether. The supposed leaders 
are a confused junta. 


Maybe Democratic optimism 
is well founded. 


PROF. JAMES QUARLES DIES 
IN WEST, EX-ST. LOUISAN 


James T. Quarles, retired pro- 
fessor of music and dean of the 
Fine Arts College at the Univer- 
sity of Missouri from 1924 to 
1935, died last week in San Fer- 
nando, Calif., of heart disease, 
it was learned here today. He 
was 76 years old. 

Prof. Quarles joined the uni- 
versity faculty in 1923 to organ- 
ize the Fine Arts College. He 
was a native of St. Louis, served 
as dean of arts at Lindenwood 
College and was organist with 
the St. Louis Symphony Orches- 
tra for five years. He was a 
composer of songs, organ com- 
positions and choral works. 

He was organist at several St.

Successes in Party. 

Mr. Hays’s genius in reorgan- 
izing the Republican party in 
Indiana sent him up to the na- 
tional chairman's job to reunite 
the party, still bearing the 
wounds of the Bull Moose split. 
His success brought a landslide 
victory for President Harding in 
1920, and Harding named him 
postmaster general. . 

Mr. Hays left the Cabinet job 
in 1922 to clean up the Holly- 
wood film industry, then under a 
cloud of movie scandals. He 
served 24 years as the $150,000- 
a-year. president of the Motion 
Picture Producers & Distributors 
of America. 

Though he retired from the 
Hollywood job to his law prac- 
tiee in 1945, the “Hays office” 
code of good taste in movies re- 
mained entrenched until re- 
cently, when signs of rebellion 
began to appear. 

Mr. Hays’s interest in politics 
blossomed when he was 17 and 
went with his father to the 1896 
Republican national convention 
in St. Louis that nominated 
President McKinley. When he 
was old enough to vote, he was 
elected a precinct committee- 
man and quickly climbed to the 
party’s highest post. 

As Harding’s Postmaster Gen- 
eral, Mr. Hays jumped into an- 
other reorganization job. In his 
one year in that office, he es- 
tablished a Postal Welfare De- 
partment, extended rural mail 
deliveries, restored second- 
class mailing privileges to news- 
papers and cut costs by $15,-

William L. Lindhorst, magician 
and former State Representa- 
tive, died yesterday at St. An- 
thony Hospital of uremic poison- 
ing. He was 63 years old. 

Mr. Lindhorst, who performed

His books on 
magic reportedly have a circu- © 
lation of more than 5,000,000 
and his novelty shop, the Will

Mr. Lindhorst was an unsuc- 
cessful Democratic candidate for 
State Senator, Alderman and 
City Comptroller. He served two 
terms as State Representative in 
1935-38. Among bills he intro- 
‘duced were one for a $4,000,000 
state lottery for old-age pen- 
sioners, one to tax all slot ma- 
chines operated “for amusement 
or exercise,”. and another to 
strengthen regulation of air- 
plane pilot licenses.

EMBERS of the family do not like to be 
M taken by surprise. They want to be told. 
Every effort should be made to gratify them. 

Nevertheless, they will complain that they 
have not been told. This will astonish those 
whose function it was to tell them. It will be 
pointed out that the news was passed on the 
instant it was received. 

The circumstances under which it was told 
will be recited. Perhaps it was at the dinner 
table. Or it may have been in the automobile 
or in the evening in the living room. 

Persons who deny they have been told will be 
asked if they do not recall any of these details, 
or what they said in reply. They will be unim- 
pressed when the expression on their faces as 
they heard the news is described.

Fix It Yourself

‘Shower Troubles. 


tOPLE who take shower baths 
Pare usually great splashers. 

They like to turn on’ the 
shower as hard as they can and 
then they make matters worse 
by splashing the water about 
with their arms, 

If there is one little crack in 
the shower stall this practice 
will result in water getting into 
this crack and ending up some- 
where about the house where 
it isn’t wanted. 

If the shower in question. is 
made of ceramic tile, examine 
the mortar joints between the 
tile carefully to be sure they 
are all sound. Cracked and 
crumbling mortar should be re- 
moved and replaced either with 
cement mortar or a light colored 
compound made for this job. 

Examine the seams at the bot- 
tom of the shower walls where 
they join the base for open 
seams. These can be filed, 
after they have been cleaned 
cut with a white compound 
somewhat similar to caulking 
compound. 

On steel shower’ stalls the 
great trouble spot is where the 
steel sides join the base. If there 
is a leak at this point your best 
bet is to remove the screws hold- 
ing the sides to the base and 
filling the grove that the sides 
fit into with plumber’s putty. 
This type putty never becomes 
completely hard. The sides are 
then set into this bed of putty 
and refastened to the base. 

Another spot to check is the 
drain outlet in the base. The 
plate over the drain must be set 
in putty or else water will get in 
around the edge and perhaps 
work its way down to the floor. 

The big trouble spot with a 
bath type of shower is the joint 
between the bathtub and the 
wall. This should be cleaned 
out and packed with a white 
caulking compound or covered 
with a waterproof plastic strip, 


Use a rubber plate scraper to 
spread patching plaster over 
cracks in walls.

Real Emergencies

RUE medical emergencies are rare. You hear people 
T say, “The doctor barely got there in time to save her 
life.” Or you read a news story that several hours 
elapsed from the time a doctor was called until one was 
found to come and that he arrived just in time to save the 
heart attack victim’s life. Such statements are rarely true.

I’m inclined to think 
that a fair number, maybe too 
many, find their enjoyment in 
a flagon of vodka. But Russian 
cops have a special way of treat- 
ing their drunks. 


I witnessed this scene one 
night: A slightly inebriated gent, 
wearing a somewhat frayed 
overcoat and a peaked cap, tried 
to weave his way past the woman 
cashier selling tickets at a Metro 
(subway) station. The woman 
stopped him. Apparently there's 
a law forbidding overloaded 
comrades from riding the sub- 
way. Three times the gent made 
his move to get by the gate, and 
each time the cashier, at first 
grinning, then mildly annoyed, 
put the brakes on him. The 
character, meanwhile, went 
through a siege of giggles. 

Finally, a blue-uniformed mili- 
tiaman, or cop, strolled over

During intermission at the 
Bolshoi people don’t stand still. 
They promenade around the 
lobby, walking briskly and con- 
tinuously in a circle, discussing 
the program with animation. 
Sometimes they amble down- 
stairs \to the cafe, where they 
buy pop or cakes or ice cream. 

Even in theaters not as well 
known as the Bolshoi the qual- 
ity of production is kept high. 
Some of the dramas have a 
propaganda message, but the 
general fare is unadulterated— 
everything from Aida and La 
Tosca to Chekov and translated 
Shakespeare. The _ authorities 
presumably figure that theater- 
goers don’t have to be propa- 
gandized. Movies, for the mass- 
es, are something else—they’'re 
heavily larded with a message. 

Strangely enough, the occa- 
sional old American film is 
shown—principally Tarzan, who

URING normal work days, 

Russians take lunch phils to 

these factories, or eat in can- 
teens or buffeterias. A buffe- 
teria, which is a fairly common 
establishment in most cities, is 
slightly akin to a homegrown 
cafeteria. First you line up to 
find the price of a plate of ham 
and peas and a bottle of orange- 
ade; then you pay the cashier 
and present your stamped check 
to the girl behind the food 
counter. You eat standing up, 
beside a chest-high table that 
can accommodate four or five 
persons. A quick lunch costs 
six rubles. There are also sit- 
down cafes, but service is so 
long drawn-out that rush-hour 


table-hopping, asking strangers 
if they'd like to dance. This is 
quite proper and acceptable. One 
night I was at the Avrora with 
a sroup from the Canadian and 
British Embassies. An amiable, 
lanky character came over and 
asked if I'd mind if he danced 
with my partner. She had the 
dance, and then returned with 
the amiable gent, who insisted 
on giving a small speech of 
thanks. 

What kind of conversation did 
they have on the floor? The 
Canadian girl knew only a smat- 
tering of Russian, but the Rus- 
sian insisted on trying his Eng- 
lish, which consisted of exactly 
one word — “congratulations.” 
“Do you come to the Avrora 
often?” said the Canadian girl. 
“Congratulations,” answered the 
Russian. “Moscow ts very inter- 
esting,” said the Canadian. “Con- 
gratulations,” said the Russian. 

In the Avrora I managed to 
take a couple of pictures. The 
dancing couples, in happy spir- 
its, didn’t mind. But then the 
ugly voice of authority spoke up. 
Two burly characters came from 
nowhere and stood behind me. 
They were followed by the Av- 
rora’s administrator — a short, 
baldheaded man—who, half with 
anger, half with pleading in his 
voice, told me to stop. 

It was 11:30 p.m., and we 
moved on to a beer hall, an in- 
stitution more to the taste of the 
masses who want inexpensive 
entertainment. Beer halls in 
Russia resemble those in Ger- 
many. At Moscow's Beer Hall 
No. 1, which is only a block 
from the notorious Lublianka 
Prison, you go down a flight 
of concrete steps, into a base- 
ment set with many arches.

Cocktail Hall, which is the 
only one of its kind in Moscow 
and stays open until 3 a.m. .The 
Cocktail Hall, too, carries 
ghosts of Czarist guards. It has 
a fantastically high ceiling, ex- 
tending over two stories, and 
marble pillars, and a marble- 
topped semi-circular bar, with 
the tallest stools I’ve ever seen. 
To reach a stool you must first 
step on to a brass rail, which 
itself is two feet from the floor. 

We sat in a corner of the bar, 
next to a young couple. The 
man was about 28, and he said 
he worked in the Stalin automo- 
bile plant as a foreman. “How 
often do you come here?” I 
asked.

They 
eat nuts and roots, sometimes 
insects and worms. The flesh 
of a peccary tastes very much 
like pork, but a gland must be 
cut out soon after the animal is 
slain, or the meat will ‘spoil, 

Peccaries aré .rather small 
es, but they.can be danger- 
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While A. G. Requa was hunt- 
ing wild turkeys in Mexico, he 
saw a dozen peccaries about 20 
yards from the rock on which 
he sat. He leveled his rifle at 


a peccary, and Wounded it. The 
animal set up a loud squealing. 

Other peccaries came swarme- 
ing to the scene.
